A BILL ENTITLED 

 

AN ACT concerning 1 

 

Annual Curative Bill 2 

 

FOR the purpose of generally curing previous Acts of the General Assembly with 3 

possible title defects; providing that if the Commissioner of Financial 4 

Regulation receives a record from an agency that retains ownership of the 5 

record, the Commissioner may not disclose the record to any person that 6 

requests the record under the Maryland Public Information Act; limiting the 7 

circumstances under which the State Board of Podiatric Medical Examiners is 8 

required  to conduct certain unannounced inspections of certain offices of 9 

podiatrists to instances where a complaint has been filed with the Board 10 

regarding a violation by a podiatrist of the Centers for Disease Control and 11 

Prevention’s guidelines on universal precautions; repealing a provision of law 12 

that prohibits the Department of Natural Resources from adopting regulations 13 

to prohibit a tidal fish licensee from obstructing the cull ring of a hard crab pot 14 

at any time of the year in order to catch peeler crabs; establishing a maximum 15 

term of imprisonment applicable to a violation of the prohibition against a 16 

person who was previously convicted of a certain crime of violence or  17 

drug–related crime possessing a certain regulated firearm; providing for the 18 

effect and construction of certain provisions of this Act; making this Act an 19 

emergency measure; and generally repealing and reenacting without 20 

amendments certain Acts of the General Assembly that may be subject to 21 

possible title defects in order to validate those Acts. 22

 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 35 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 36 

 

Article – Agriculture 37 

 

6–222. 38 
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 (b) (1) On or before April 1, 2011, a manufacturer of lawn fertilizer whose 1 

products are sold in the State shall reduce by 50% from 2006 levels the amount of 2 

available phosphate (P2O5) resulting from the application of its lawn care products 3 

within the State. 4 

 

  (2) The amount of available phosphate (P2O5) resulting from the 5 

application within the State of lawn care products sold or distributed by a 6 

manufacturer may not exceed an average of 1.5% available phosphate (P2O5) if, prior 7 

to April 1, 2010, the manufacturer did not sell or distribute fertilizer in the State 8 

intended for use on established lawns or grass. 9 

 

  (3) Beginning in 2011, a manufacturer of fertilizer whose products are 10 

sold in the State shall report the pounds of phosphorus in its lawn care products sold 11 

at retail locations in the State to the Department at the end of each calendar year. 12

criteria and procedures for stormwater management in Maryland. The rules and 22

and sediment control plans and stormwater management plans; and 25 

 

   (ii) Specify that the comprehensive process established under 26 

item (i) of this item takes into account the cumulative impacts of both plans.

 (a) In order to carry out the purposes of this article, the Commissioner may: 2 

 

  (1) Adopt regulations; and 3 

 

  (2) Subject to subsection (b) of this section, enter into cooperative or 4 

information–sharing agreements with any other bank supervisory agency. 5 

 

 (b) If the Commissioner receives a record from a bank supervisory agency 6 

under a cooperative or an information–sharing agreement authorized by subsection 7 

(a)(2) of this section and the bank supervisory agency expressly retains ownership of 8 

the record, either in writing or by law or regulation, the Commissioner: 9 

 

  (1) May not disclose the record to any person that requests the record 10 

under §§ 10–611 through 10–628 of the State Government Article; and 11 

 

  (2) Shall forward the request for the record to the bank supervisory 12 

agency that owns the record for processing in accordance with the laws or regulations 13 

governing disclosure of the bank supervisory agency’s records.

  (2) Establish time restrictions on a tidal fish licensee using trotline 9 

gear for setting and taking up gear. 10

5–613, or § 5–614 of the Criminal Law Article. 21 

 

  (2) (i) Subject to paragraph (3) of this subsection, a person who 22 

violates this subsection is guilty of a felony and on conviction is subject to 23 

imprisonment for not less than 5 years and not exceeding 15 years. 24 

 

   (ii) The court may not suspend any part of the mandatory 25 

minimum sentence of 5 years. 26 

 

   (iii) Except as otherwise provided in § 4–305 of the Correctional 27 

Services Article, the person is not eligible for parole during the mandatory minimum 28 

sentence. 29 
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  (3) At the time of the commission of the offense, if a period of more 1 

than 5 years has elapsed since the person completed serving the sentence for the most 2 

recent conviction under paragraph (1)(i) or (ii) of this subsection, including all 3 

imprisonment, mandatory supervision, probation, and parole: 4 

 

   (i) the imposition of the mandatory minimum sentence is 5 

within the discretion of the court; and 6 

 

   (ii) the mandatory minimum sentence may not be imposed 7 

unless the State’s Attorney notifies the person in writing at least 30 days before trial 8 

of the State’s intention to seek the mandatory minimum sentence. 9 

 

  (4) Each violation of this subsection is a separate crime. 10
